Technicians and keypunch 
operators responsible for the 
processing of over 20,000 stud- 
ent loans and bursaries appli- 
cations will be remaining off. 
the Job indefinitely. 

The 130 Montreal and Que- 
bec-based employees walked 
off the Job two weeks ago. They 
are members of the Syndicat 
des Fonctionnaires, an indep- 
endent public employees union 
with 40,000 members. 

Students who applied for 
loans and bursaries after July 
can expect a lengthy delay In 
the processing of their applica- 
tions. 

Judy Stuart, McGill's finan- 
cial aid officer, said: "We are 
waiting to hear from the gov- 
ernment as • to what arrange- 
ments will be made." 

In the meantime applications 
are being sorted by .hand and 
temporary funds are being 
made available to inconven- 
ienced students. Priority goes 
to those who applied earliest. 

The technicians' action Is 
part of the Syndicat's rotating 
walkout strategy. The Syndicat 
has been attempting to get 
conciliation talks going since 
last May but their efforts have 
been thwarted. 

The decision to take the 
technicians and operators off 
the Job was made by the 
executive of the Syndicat.

The Mont- 
real area has been only partially 
affected, however. 

Commented an official of 
Dawson College, the province's- 
largest English-speaking 
CEGEP: "We are running along 
slowly but adequately."

Students* Society, ASUS 
to start own publications

Two new campus publica- 
tions will nudge their way on to 
McGill newsstands this fall. 
Published by. the Students' 
Society . and the Arts and Sci- 
ences Undergraduate Society 
(ASUS) both will have a circula- 
tion of 8,000 and tabloid layout 
style. 

Neither publication will be 
devoted to the presentation of 
hard news, say organizers. 

The tentative date for the 
publication of the as yet un- 
named Students' Society 
newsletter is September 19, 
said Society president John 
MacBain. Editorial duties are 
being assumed by Internal VP . 
Debbi Shapiro. 

"Its focus will be to make' 
students aware of alT activities - 
and to try and promote increas- 
ed Involvement with .clubs or 
associations on campus. We 
realize the Dally is an Important 
source of information on these 



matters and we hope that our 
paper will complement the 
Daily," said MacBain. 

The first issue will be bet- 
ween four and eight pages and 
will cost anywhere from $600 to 
$1,039 to typeset and print. 
Original plans called for four 
issues but the Soclety_execu- 
tive is now considering a more 
frequent publication rate. 

Society treasurer Alan Ber- 
dowski said the paper will be 
primarily an information 
sen/ice. 

."It will be a forum to let 
students know where the coun- 
cillors stand on matters, to let 
them know what issues are 
being discussed. It might also 
be a format to. start surveys in 
certain areas." 

Money for the paper will 
come -from a "beefed ' up" 
communications budget, said 
Society executive-director Ron 
Lerman. More than $7,000 was 



allocated for communications 
purposes although not all of 
this has been earmarked for the 
purposes of the paper, said 
Lerman. 

The ASUS journal, the first 
issue of which will appear in 
late October, will cover issues 
of Interest to students in the 
faculties of Arts and Science, 
said ASUS president Ted Moss. 

“It will have a fairly- wide 
scope and be laid out in the 
New York Review of Books 
style. Articles planned for the 
first issue Include an interview 
with ethnologist Jane Goodall, 
and pieces on cultural Toronto 
and what constellations you 
can see In November." 

Moss said ASUS funding for 
the journal, to the tune of 
$1,139 per issue, is on an 
experimental basis. Money has 
been allocated for two Issues 
after which the feasibility of the 
publication will be reviewed, 
said Moss! 



hi'nk McGill 
classrooms are crowded this 
week, then pop down to the 
University Bookstore in the 
Bronfman Building and see the 
real mess. 

On Monday afternoon, 50 
students were waiting In line, 
outside the bookstore. One 
student, questioned about the 
unwanted, shared experience 
of waiting to get In, said, "I 
guess it's normal. There really 
isn't any way to alleviate It. But 
It's moving pretty quickly." 

Even so. It was a fifteen 
minute wait. 

Once Inside, students 
wander in the maze of plled-up 
textbooks, looking for the right 
book. -One student remarked 
that because the bookstore is 
so small, "books are stacked 
too close to the cash registers 
and it's difficult to go around 
the lines to the other end of the 
store." The whole situation, he 
said, "Is Inevitable. We have no 
choice." 

Despite new electronic cash- 
registers and a second store for 
notebooks and pens, the lines 
to pay for purchase take about 
ten minutes. 

Thirty minutes, minimum, are 
needed to pass from the 
beginning of the line to Its end. 
The price tags are no bargain' 
either. The University 
Bookstore Is neither fast nor 
low-priced. 

George Franks, manager of 
the bookstore, has received no 
complaints so far. 

"People expect the lines. For 
the first day. It's running well," 
he said.' 

"People take advantage of 
the -event to chat with their 
friends."

Geography has provided many a metaphor for the expression 
of human experience. Language Is replete with phrases that 
draw upon our physical environment to give shape to Ideas, 
emotions, or dilemmas.

The term slippery slopes refers to the period In a politician's 
incumbancy when hecklers begin appearing at his public 
meetings, letters from his constituents become a litany of 
criticisms and ho gets a palmful of spit while gladhanding in 
the old home town. It's the time when he begins questioning 
whether his chances of re-election are the shady side of dark. 

It’s also the time when the experienced politician reactivates 
his support network and takes the offensive.
